Hull Declines Comment 
Now, the spokesman added in 
comment on British-American dis­ 
cussions of assistance to Britain. 
it is unbearable for Germany to 
let things drift further.

The statem ents came in a solemn 
press conference. 
(Ronald H. Cross, British minis­ 
ter of shipping, said yesterday in 
London that the assignm ent of “a 
certain nun oer of enemy ships in 
the United States” and addition of 
United States ships to the British 
service “sre the only ways I can 
see for replenishm ents of any con- 
aequence.") 
Serious Tone Adopted 
The entire attention of the Ger- 
man government is centered upon 
I the American reaction to the Cross 
I proposal.” the spokesman asserted. 
“That proposal is nothing other 
than inciting America to commit a 
warlike act.” he said.

capacity as your official informant 
and spokesman.”

Mr. Roosevelt's decision to create 
the new office, under authority of 
the 1939 governm ent reorganisa­ 
tion act. followed widely-voiced de* 
mends for a greater centralisation 
of authority in defense m atters. 
Prospects are that the new set­ 
up will be functioning by Jan. I. 
The President said that about IO 
days will be required‘to perfect 
ezecuttve orders necessary for its 
establishm ent. 
The board. Mr. Roosevelt said, 
will represent all three of the ele­ 
ments involved In every process of 
production — labor, m anagem ent 
and the boyer near. 
Big, Dsntah-born Knudsen, one ai

English Fleet's Cruise Dp Adriatic Provides 


New Mystery In Big Battle Of Mediterranean 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
NEW YORK. Dec. 21—When the British drove the noses of a fleet 
of warships right up into Signor Mussolini’s own private fish-pond 
(which Is to say the Adriatic) without encountering signs of the enemy, 
they uncovered one of the most astonishing situations of the altogether 
mad Battle of th* Mediterranean. 
If this development means what it seems to mean (and I’m not 
prepared to say that it does.) th e n * ------------------------------------------------ 
good fortune Is unfolding for Brit­ 
ain like a rose under the morning 
•an. 
To get the full significance of 
this occurrence we must realize 
that the fleet passed through the 
45-raile wide strait of Otranto, with 
two great Italian naval bases al­ 
most near enough to be piped up 
by a boatswain’s whistle. It then 
cut right across Italy’s line of 
communication 
with 
its 
belea­ 
guered army in southern Albania. 
Important Fort Battered 
The British also plastered the 
Important port of Valona — Alban. 
tan end of this life-line — with a 
hundred tons of explosive without 
having even a pea shooter leveled 
at them. They steamed up the 
Adriatic as far as Durazzo, north­ 
ern Albanian port, and Bari on the 
Italian coast And never a ripple 
from an Italian warship, or roar 
of a warplane’s propeller. 
The only indication of any move­ 
ment of the Italian navy came to­ 
day in a report by the high com­ 
mand that Fascist ships had at­ 
tacked the Ionian coast of Greece, 
scoring heavy hits. 
The implications of this mystery 
of the Adriatic are even more 
startling than the uninterrupted 
cruise of the British unit. British 
commentators say that the Italians 
have conceded domination of the 
Adriatic as well as the Mediter­ 
ranean and have sought a hide­ 
out to escape their enemy. 
A Few Conclusions 
Whether these conclusions may 
be accurate or not, It strikes me we 


shall be well advised to watch de­ 
velopments before making up our 
minds. Should it proves to be a 
fact that the Italians have aban­ 
doned control of their Adriatic to 
the British, then we would have 
an entirely new situation, some­ 
thing like this: 
With 
communications 
between 
Italy and Albania severed, the Fas­ 
cists woald have to abandon that 
Balkan country, and its difficult to 
see how they could evacuate their 
already shattered army from Al­ 
bania. Thus the Romans would 
have written off their attempted 
conquest of Greece as a catastrophe 
and 
would 
have surrendered 
a 
highly strategic Balkan base of 
operations to the enemy. 
The entire coast of Italy would 
be virtually under tbs muzzles of 
British guna. 
The gi^at state of Yugoslavia 
would lose some of its fears of In­ 
vasion by the Axis powers. For the 
first time the way would he open 
for the British to aid the Yugo­ 
slavs should the occasion arise. 
This situation would tend to give 
tfie British a still greater foothold 
In the Balkans, providing defense 
to meet any attempt by the Axis 
to force the Dardanelles and reach 
the Near East, and affording a 
base for possible offensive opera­ 
tions against Germany through the 
Balkans. Remember that the Brit­ 
ish are preparing for a land offen­ 
sive against Nazidom and it might 
be through the Balkans quite as 
well ss across western Europe.

Petain, Flandin, Laval— It Makes No Difference; 


None Suits The Eventual Nazi Scheme Of Things

MBASSADOR JOSEPH C. DREW S forthright 
k speech in Tokyo, as reported In the pres*, em 
lies th# cherished theory of preventing trouble 
promising to go more than halfway to meet I t 
pan stands informed by words of unmistakable 
aning that the United Suites Is not going to side* 
p any unpleasantness of Japanese origin. 
‘Old China hands’* firmly believe’ this is the way 
handle all diplomatic problems In Aals. They call 
“speaking the only language* the Japanese can | 
derstand, explaining that the roundabout tactics 
it work In western diplomacy limply don’t regia- 
' on tbe oriental mind. 
They are sure th at the Japanese have no laten* 
n of letting the problems that lie between them 
d this country reach a climax of belligerency; 
it they ar# following tbe H itlerian strategy of 
nning concessions by appeasem ent; that as soon 
they become convinced the United States la 
idy to call thetr bluff they will quit bluffing. In 
ort, they will go so far and no farther; all that's 
eded is to tell them where they must stop lf they 
int to avoid more unpleasantness than would be 
•(come while they still have an unfinished war on 
sir hands in China. 
Unless Ambassador Grew and the "old China 
nds’* know what they’re talking about, th# war 
adlinee in the near future may contain tha nanres 
aomatbing besides cities In Greece and England 
d desert outposts in Libya. 
Americans may realise belatedly that they need 
other navy because tbe one they already hava 
a it* hands full hi tha Pacific. 


IT is quite clear, lf one uses a 
little logic, th at moat of what 
we have read about tbe Lava! 
incident is just sand In our eyas. 
The Im portant thing In to keep 
the essential fact in mind namely, 
that Marshal Petain Is a prisoner 
of Germany and that the Indepen­ 
dence of Vichy is a fiction. It was 
not Petain 
who 
let Laval fail, 
thereby defying Germany. It was 
H itler who let Level fall. 
This la obvious by simple logical 
following of tbe cooree of events. 
If H itler had wanted Laval to be 
kept in the Vichy government, he 
woald not openly have sent Dr. 
Abet* to protest against L avers 
removal, because nothing could be 
more calculated to ruin Laval in 
the eyes of France and in the eyes 
of the United Rtates. 
Laval was Mussolini's man. He 
has 
been 
Mussoiinl'a 
man 
for 
yeara. During the League of Na­ 
tions sanctions against Abyssinia. 
It Is now widely known In diplo­ 
matic circles th at Laval informed 
Mussolini of every secret move 
and by every underground means 
tried to sabotage the sanctions. 
Laval was also an exponent of 
the Latin bloc—Italy-Franoe-Bpaln* 
Africa. He was anil British, and 
always has been, and he would 
like to have 
seen collaboration 
with Germany, hut In a new order 
In which the Latin countries, by 
sticking 
together, 
held 
a 
good 
deal of powar. 
Mussolini actually would have 
liked to see Tai val bead of the gov­ 
ernment. Axis policy secured him 
as vice prem ier and successor to 
PetalQ. 
BUT 
Laval 
waa unpopular 
In 
France and very unpopular In 
tha United Rtates, and therefore 
perfectly useless to the Germans— 
a liability, not an asset. 
Any one who knows Nssl m eth­ 
ods can believe perfectly well that 
the Nazi them selves may have en­ 
couraged Laval Into a conspiracy 
against Petain and that tha N ails 
themselves 
may 
bare 
furnished 
Peyrouton with the evidence. La­ 
val’s successor, M. Flandin, repre­ 
sents exactly tha group that H it­ 
ler wants to usa to bring shout 
the final liquidation of tha third 
republic. 
M. Flandin is certainly not anti- 
German. and on Nor. ll, 1940. he 
addressed a m eeting of journalists 
In Vichy, as follows: "W a m ust 
collaborate more Intensely and sin­ 
cerely with th# new Germany for 
tha construction of a new Europe 
lf we want to have a place In that 
grand and wonderful building. This 
reformation th at Mr. Hitler pre­ 
pares Is not a pure and simpla re­ 
form. but a colossal social revolu- 
tioa, and 
it 
ta 
necessary 
that 
France consecrates herself to this 
end," 
M. Flandin as a social revolu­ 
tionary is rather funny. He repre­ 
sent# the French 
plutocracy, 
lf 
anybody does. He ie gn enthusiastic 
antl-flemite, an antt-Hberal In all 
respects. But he Is not ao com­ 
promised in the eyes of the world 
as LaVsL

The ex-Communlst Doriot, who 
Is younger and thoroughly imbued 
with Nest Ideology and can ap­ 
peal to the m asses, has been sup­ 
ported for yeare

Nazis. 
Before the war he had many secret 
meetings 
with 
Goebbels. 
And 
I 
understand that th* Minister of 
tbe Interior Peyrouton. whose evi­ 


dence led to the ousting of Laval, 
is a Doriot man. 
It la quite obvious that Dr. Abetz 
on his visit to Vichy did not Insist 
on Lavsl being retained and Laval 
probably will be given some small 
Job in the occupied territory aa a 
concession to Mussolini who, how­ 
ever, is not, a t the moment, in a 
position to demand very much. 
W hat Abets did insist, on, no 
doubt, Is th at Marshal Petain re­ 
call Gen. Way fan d to France. Gen. 
Weygand. 
however, 
only 
swore 
loyalty to tbe Vichy government. 
Gen. Weygand is free and holds a 
trump card, namely, a quite power­ 
ful army in North Africa. He Is in 
a position to furnish considerable 
trouble for alm ost any one when 
the’ right moment comes. 
If, fpr instance, be should move 
against Mussolini In 
Libya and 
Abyssinia, 
both 
of 
these 
terri­ 
tories would be lost to Mussolini. 
H itler does not mind any losses to 
Musaolinl provided the Fascist re­ 
gime does not collapse, but such a 
move would also block the German 
way to the African colonial. 
WEYGAND 
will 
certainly 
do 
nothing of the kind at pres­ 
ent. His line will be to walt and 
ae*; walt and see what happens 
in and to Italy; walt and ace how 
strong Britain becomes; walt and 
see how far-reaching la the Ameri­ 
can ald. 
He la a French patriot and Is 
certainly not going to put himself 
in the hands of the Germans. Pro- 
N atl w riters In this country play 
with the Idea that he may try to 
finagle to help France aupplant 
Italy aa a powerful member of the 
Axis. On th* other hand, he may 
look a t the Italian experience with 
a sour eye and realize that there 
Is no such thing aa a powerful 
member of an Axis with Germany. 
Marshal! Petain la. of course, in 
a 
frightful 
spot. Having, 
under 
pressure of a French defeat, sta rt­ 
ed on the road previously trod by 
Mr. Bchuschnlgg. he la th* prisoner 
of hie own policy. He cannot w lih 
to collaborate with the Germans, 
but be cannot help It. 
France can only ba liberated 
from outside Germany, not from In­ 
side. Not M arshal Petain but tbe 
British are still in a position to 
save France—the British, and when 
the moment comes, Gen. Wcgand. 
Tills Is tha unfortunate reality of 
the altuatlon, and It will he well 
for all of us to realize that the 
Nesla do not intend to lave France 
a t all—not any kind of France. 
In the long view, they intend 
to move populations around and 
colonise 
France 
with 
Germans. 
Th* social revolution that M. Flan- 
din halls is a revolution aimed at 
destroying the substance of nation­ 
alism In Europe, whit* m aintaining 
nationalism In Germany, 
The Nasi political Idea la that 
In five or ala generations there only 
will be one nation end one lan­ 
guage on the continent of Europe, 
except 
for 
dispersed 
minorities. 
and this on* nation will hold every 
key position Industrially and on 
tha sea.

ITLER is for any form of social 
revolution in any cbuntry that 
wilt weaken those countries. Revo­ 
lution Is a weapon, not an ideology, 
with Hitler. He spread th* germs 
of a disease to which be believes 
that Germany, while conquering, 
Is Immune. 
He will support an extremely re­ 
actionary regime, like that of Mar­ 
shal Petain. in one place while 
organising 
a 
radical 
movement 
against It. His object is simple; 
Th* 
disintegration 
of all 
coun­ 
tries other than his own. 
Nothing has been more effective 
for Hitler with people of the left 
than the spreading of th* Idea that 
Nasism is a real social revolution

OMBAY. India—Despite a super­ 
ficial appearance of calm. In­ 
d ia -la rg e st reservoir of fighting 
men 
in 
the 
British 
Em pire—Is 
shaken by political disputes which 
whittle her potentially vast war 
effort in tb s hour of Britain’s need. 
Th# main conflict between the 
British government In india and 
the natives of all creeds and classes 
—with th# exception of princes— 
concerns the future status of In­ 
dia. but there are three other cur­ 
rent disputes, all bound up with 
tha larger issue. 
This revolves presently around 
an offer made by tbe British vice­ 
roy, I/Ord Linlithgow, on behalf of 
bls government, that India attain 
“free and equal partnership" in 
the British commonwealth at tbe 
conclusion of the war and that 
formation 
of 
the 
Indian 
alate 
"would be the responsibility of the 
Indians themselves." 
A 
war advisory council, 
with 
representatives 
of 
the 
various 
races and creeds, was envisaged. 
But the offer contains a point 
which has split india and which 
apparently 
has made Its accep­ 
tance impossible to Indians. It is 
this: 
"bis 
majesty's governm ent 
could not contemplate the transfer 
of their present responsibilities for 
th* pence and welfare of India to 
any system of government whose 
authority was directly denied by 
large and 
powerful element* in 
India'* national lifs." 
Tbs All-India Congress, national­ 
ist party of Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
called this claus# an open appeal 
to th* 
Moslems to continue to 
stand 
against 
the 
Hindus 
and 
accused Britain of fostering tbs 
policy of "divide and rule". The 
clause, 
th* congress said 
would 
give the Moslems, heavily out-num­ 
bered by the Hindus, the power of 
veto over proposals for indepen­ 
dent government. 
THE congress reiterated Its state­ 
ment that India cannot func­ 
tion "within the orbit of an im­ 
perial power" and must attain tbe 
status of a free and indspaadsnt 
nation. 
Th* congress admitted that such 
status would not prevent clos# as­ 
sociation with other nations. This 
was taken as an Indication that a 
lr se 
India 
willingly 
would 
join 
th* commonwealth. 


A Bikh member of the congress 
declared that lf Britain would offer 
India 
independence, 
a 
"million 
Sikhs” would form an arm y to 
fight for her. 
The 
powerful 
Moslem 
league, 
chief minority faction, concluded 
that th* offer bad. on the whole, 
met the league’s demands for clear 
assurance 
th at 
no 
constitution 
would be adopted without Its con­ 
sent and approval. 
But the league also indicated It 
was not ready to drop Its pro­ 
posals 
for establishing 
separate 
Moslem and Hindu states. 
These reactions indicated there 
would be no immediate acceptance 
of the offer, although behind tbe 
political demands of the congress 
party runs the obvious unwilling­ 
ness to em barrass Britain In tbe 
midst of a desperate war. 
A government "whit* paper” of 
Nov. 20 “notes with regret" thst 
India's "m ajar political parties are 
not In tha present circumstances 
prepared to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered them.'

BETWEEN Gandhi and his clos­ 
est followers and th* British gov­

Moslem 
stat*—an 
Indian 
"Ulster". The congress wants an 
Independent,

BETWEEN Gandhi and a section 
of the congress party which calls 
Mohandas' policy 
weak and de­ 
clares Independence, not freedom 
to preach anti-w ar views, la th* 
real Issue. 
Mohandas’ 
argum ent 
to 
Lord 
Linlithgow was that lf th* British 
government was fighting for free­ 
dom and democracy, it could not 
logically or morally prevent 
in 
subjects under th* British crown 
from saying w hat they washed. 
Linlithgow replied that th* Brit­ 
ish government would not coerce 
conscientious objectors either la 
Britain or India but pointed out 
that objectors were not allowed to 
make speeches In Britain. Why. he 
asked, should Indian ''conable*’’ be 
(ranted preferential treatm ant to 
those in Britain? 
Gandhi, not convinced, ordered 
congress leaders all over India to 
deliver anti-war speeches. In many 
casse he even told them to inform 
police beforehand 
that they 
In­ 


tended to break the law. Police 
promptly arrested the speakers aud 
jailed them —in most cases for a 
term of a year. 
T 
HERE is widespread speculation 
as to Gandhi's next move. 
It is regarded as certain that the 
Mahatma will not himself court 
arrest, since he has promised tbe 
government not to do so. There 
remains a possibility that he might 
submit his frail body to another 
“fast unto death". 
Tbe 
British government could 
not disregard a fast, responsible 
sources point out, ainee Gandhi's 
puny figure still is revered by hun­ 
dreds of millions of Indians de­ 
spite tbe appearance of younger 
and more fiery leaders. 
Tbe conflict between Gandhi and 
his own followers also bas arisen 
because of bis pacifist views. 
When tbe congress working com 
mlttee resolved to offer material 
support to Britain, Gandhi found 
himself 
outnumbered 
aud 
over­ 
ruled. Unofficial leadership of th* 
party wan transferred to C. K 
K ajigopalacbari, 
former 
premier 
of Madras. 
Thus India’s major forces, in th* 
second winter of war, still are dl 
Tided. Yet the agency for union 
may be a t band in a growing body 
of liberal Indian opinion 
which 
subscribes to neither congress uor 
U t Moslem league. 
Headed by men like Sir Taj Bm- 
hadar Sapru, Hlrdayanatli Kunzru 
and Sir Cblmanlal Betalvad, three 
prominent members of the Indian 
National 
lib eral federation, ibis 
body argues tbat the most impor­ 
tant thing la to win the war. 
It is trying to bridge the gulf be­ 
tween congress and the Moslem 
league, if only temporarily, in or­ 
der to secure India’s fuller cooper­ 
ation with the war effort. It points 
out that if Britain is defeated. In­ 
dia's dream of independence 
is 
shattered.

Union Chiselers Held Up Fine; The 


Newspapers Were BiWy Goats

S 1940 draws to a clos* and we glance over the 
records on newspapers epaee-endgtng for the 
year, it appears that we may have to award th e 
annua! prize to politicians, dividing It between the 
Republicans and the Democrats. 
You see. It was national election year, which 
brought the political space-cadgers info keen com­ 
petition against the regular union space cadger*. 
who are the exponents of the high-powered and quit* 
extensive basin e ss of getting things in tbe new spa­ 
pers free of charge. 
W e cannet analyze the figures clo sely for a few 
weeks, bat a rough estim ate would place the value 
of the newspaper space cadged by the polttieiana 
a t 110.000.000. When we add to that tbe coat to tho 
new spaper publishers hi white peper. salaries, tele­ 
graph tolls, and et eeteres, al! of which newt he 
lamped with the cadging total, we probably win get 
several millions more. 
On the credit side of the union space-cadgers. wa 
cannot find so far more limn 19.830.000 worth of 
newspaper space cadged for private businesses, re­ 
sorts. theaters, night clubs, sports propositions, mov­ 
ing pictures, radio and the Uke. We estim ate, again 
roughly, the value of this cadged space on what It 
would cost if paid for at tbe lowest advertising rates. 
the eluding of which is. of coarse, tbe fundam ental 
principle of space-cadging. 
BETWEEN the politicians and the onion space- 
cadgers you can see that the newspaper publish­ 
ers have been cadged oat of around l2h.00e.0W 
worth of apace this year. 
In arriving at our total for the on Ion space-cndg* 
ere, we first deducted what we deemed a reasonable 
amount based on a calculation of probable payment* 
for regular advertising over the business office 
counters of the newspaper publisbers by to n e of 
the concerns mentioned above. 
It came to about $ 
percent of the valne of tbe cadged space. 
Boms of 
tho union apace-cadgers feel that with a little extra 
effort on their part this can be reduced next year, 
giving them a still finer ahowlng on cadged apses. 
We were unable to make any such deduction* on 
the political space cadgers, because all they paid 
over tbe counters you could put in your eye. 
Tbe 
union space-cadger* contend that th* politician* 
should not be considered In our competition beearn*# 
they did not have to exert any particular cunning 
in easing past the business office* of the newspa­ 
per publishers. 
Th* unionists claim that the politi­ 
cians Jnst worked on the political sentiment* of th* 
publishers, or their sense of fairness, which rsqntred 
no ingenuity whatever. 


t i rH I LE this may be largely free, we think th* 
»V politician* are entitled to some few points In 
th* m atter of Inventiveness In space cadging. 
For 
Instance, they developed the double shuffle on the 
newspaper publishers with respect to radio. 
When 
they had any money to apend. which wa* every few 
minute*, they took It to the radio. 
Then th* next 
day the newspaper publishers printed the sam* 
speech## fre* of charge. 
Then we suppose the politicians would go Into 
smoke-filled hack rooms and laugh heartily over get­ 
ting for nothing from the newspaper publishers, 
what they had to pay th* publisher*’ strongest com­ 
petitor for. 
But we hope and treat they were m an­ 
nerly enough to maintain straight face* shoat the 
publisher who contributed money oui of his own 
pocket to the Democrat* who spent. It with radio 
for string a speech that the publisher printed gratis, 
especially as some of the Democrats came out later 
and said the newspaper publishers have no influ­ 
ence. 
This was considered unkind In view of the fact 
that th# Democrats who made th* crack never would 
have been heard of but for the newspaper publish­ 
ers. 
Most Democrats deplored the statem ent and 
in the space-cadging department* of both -political 
parties and among the union space-cadgers. too, It 
created a consternation. 
Thinking members of the 
fraternity know that th* publishers have Influence 
enough to atop space-cadging, if It ever occurs to 
them.

T 
O US, Bethlehem is more than geography. It is where we find Him, where we wor­ 
ship Him, where we serve Him, where we live with Him. Bethlehem is anywhere 
where Christ is born anew in the hearts of men. Pilgrim! Take the Road that leads to 
Bethlehem............... 
It is the Road that leads to Joy and Happiness. 
Sweet pathway of human hopes and hungers and love and joy. Here center the 
thought and adoration of the whole world. “ What hard heart can resist the mellow­ 
ing effect of the meaning of Bethlehem town? What 
life is so dead to all sentiment and feeling but thrills 
at the thought of the manger? What face set hard by 
the keenness of business, seamed by sorrow, or fur­ 
rowed by care, but brightens with the glimpse of the 
world cradle? Yes, this road brings us to a day of en­ 
chantment.”

If we are to have 
peace among men, men must know the peace that is 
found in the presence of the Babe in the Bethlehem 
manger. 
It is the Road that leads to God. 
Jesus is God’s Christmas gift to the world. God 
and the Babe—“ And the Word was made flesh and dwelt among us.” The human and 
the divine met in the Bethlehem stable. Christ became one with us that we might be­ 
come one with Him. God in the Christ-child is forever here. The divine in every man 
calls him to seek God which, when it brings him to Bethlehem, recognises the Christ 
as the One for whom we all have been waiting to see. 
“ It isn’t far to Bethlehem Town, 
I t’s anywhere that Christ comes down 
And finds in people’s friendly face 
A welcome and abiding place. 
The Road to Bethlehem runs right through 
The homes of folks like me and you!” 
Let us now go even unto Bethlehem. We shall see God there.
